Former United States Senator William 
Lorimer of Chicago, whose construction 
company built and holds a blanket mort- 
gage against the entire physical prop- 
erty of the traction company, Was ap- 
pointed one.of the receivers, and indi- 
cated Saturday in an interview at Hotel 
Jefferson that he would fight any at- 
tempt to reduce the privileges now held 
by the company. 

Councilman Haller told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter he would move to force 
from the Railroads Committee, where 
it has slumbered since last October, the 
Hines bill to cut the &-year grant to 
25 years, with a proviso giving to the 
city the privilege to purchase at cost 
after 10 years. 

For two months there have been nine 
votes among the 18 Councilmen to sub- 
stitute either a 2%-year or an indeter- 
minate franchise for the long-term 
grant, but action has been deferred at 
the request of H. D. Mepham Jr., who 
cabled from London in January that 
an amendment at the time would pre- 
vent the delivery of bonds to the Ethel- 
burgh Syndicates Mepham is general 
manager of the traction company.

Native Seldiers Prove Real He- 
roes in Battle, Then Take En- 
glish Chief to Doctor, 


LONDON, March 7.—News has just 
reached here of two exciting scrimmages 
between British troops and tribesmen in 
Africa. 

In the first of these Maj. James Lionel 
Joyce Conry of the Connaught Rangers, 
who was awarded the distinguished serv- 
ice order medal in South Africa in 1900, 
was killed in a fight with outlaws near 
Wadai Hadi, in the Soudan. 

Maj. Conry was in charge of a con- 


tingent of an Arab battalion of the 
Egyptian army. The leaders of the out- 
laws and other members of the bands 
were killed and the remainder made pris- 
oners. Besides Maj. Conry the British 
troops lost three men killed and four 
wounded. | 

Im the second affair Lieut. Jones was 
shot through both legs during an attack 
en a stockade by Abyssinian raiders in 
British East Africa. When Lieut. Jones 
was wounded his soldiers, except three 
orderlies, fled. These men, at Jones’ 
command, re-took the stockade by as- 
fault. 

Two of the soldiers, both natives, then 
bore the wounded.officer on a stretch- 
e: 500 miles to his post. Blood poisoning 
rneantime had set in and Jones was con- 
veyed to another post where a doctor 
was stationed. His: bearers found the 
doctor absent, however, arid a journey to 
Nairobi was started. 

On the way the stretcher was charged 
hy two rhinos, which the faithful or- 
derlies killed. At Nyiri a doctor and a 
nurse were found.

It is incorporated in Illinois 
as a railroad company and plans to ep- 
erate a steam railroad and electric in- 
terurban trains between St. Louis and 
Southern Illinois points. 

Syndicate Negotiations. 

The company in 1911 asked franchises 
on both the upper or highway deck of 
the free bridge, and the lower or steam 
railroad deck, but withdrew the latter 
bill with the understanding that it 
apply for a permit whenever the city 
fixed rules and completed that portion 
of the bridge. 

A contract was made with the Ethel- 
berga Syndicate of London, England, to 
underwrite an issue of $7,000,000 of bonds 
for the construction of the first three 
sections of the line.

CONCERT IS MEMORABLE 


Soloist Completely Captivates 
Audience—Orchestra Scores 
Notable Success. 


By RIPLEY D. SAUNDERS. 
REAT and well deserved as 
(> the triumph of Elizabeth Van 
Iindert, the German soprano, as 
the soloist of the Symphony Orchestra 
concert at the Odeon Friday afternoon, 
to be repeated on Saturday evening, the 
orchestra itself shared evenly in the 
day’s honors, adding another memorable 
success of big achievement to its fine 

record of the present season. 

The beautiful young German 
now seen and heard in St. Louis for the 
first time, scored her triumph in four 
well-chosen numbers—Agatha’s aria, 
“Wie Nahte Mir der Schu!mmer, fro 
Weber’s “Der Freischuetz;’’ Strauss’ 
“Wiegenlied,”’ D’ Albert's “Medieval 
liyvmn to Venus,” and, as an encore, a 
tenderly joyous little cradle song of 
Humperdinck’s writing. 

She reveated a voice of admirable puri- 
ty, truthful at all moments, sincerely 
thrilled with emotional feeling, capable 
of the most delicate shading in song ut- 
terance, yet of impressive tonal volume 
when the occasion demanded, aid al- 
ways marked by the technical competen- 
cy born of arduous and devoted dis- 
cipline. 

Her appeal to her audience Seemed ir- 
resistible. Following her first offering, 
the “Der Freischutz’’ aria, she was re- 
called again and again. When, in the 
program’s second half, she sang the 
Strauss cradle song and the D’Albecrt 
love hymn, her*“hearers refused to 
main content with her repeated reap- 
pearances, bowing, in answer to their 
applause. And so, yielding, she sang 
the Humperdinck lullaby, modestly re- 
fraining thereafter from taking advant- 
age of a furor of approval that might 
easily have been utilized to transform 
her into the vastly overshadowing fig- 
ure of the afternoon. 

Now, although Max Zach’s men 
masterfully interpreted the familiar 
Liszt symphonic poem, ‘‘Les Preludes,” 
that Mr. Zach felt justified in signaling 
them to rise and stand in response to the 
long-continued acclaim, their most no- 
table accomplishment was encountered 
in the presentation, for the first time in 
St. Louis, of Glazounow’'s splendidly col- 
orful symphonic tableau, ‘‘The Kremlin,’ 
testing to the fullest the modern orches- 
tra’s possibilities in dramatic tone-naint- 
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liere was confronted one of the most 
inforgetable scores in this present era of 
the vital injection of drama in music. 
“The Kremlin’ fairly throbs with the 
vivid breathingness of its racia! theme. 
Like all the greatest Russian music of

Don Pedro Antonio de Alarcon 
is a Mmehther of the Spanish Royal 
Acagemyy “that»*he is considered by 
many eritips to. be one af, fhe dest 
Spanish authdfs since Cervantes, and 
that “El” Captaih Veneno”™: fe>'claimed 
to be oné of his.«best works, 

The-story told is rich ih ‘fantastic 
comedy. It contains a certain Spanish 
nobleman and soldier who imagined 
that he was a woman-hater, who turned 
his roughest side to a world which he 
despised, but whose “bark was worse 
than his bite,’’ inasmuch as he was a 
very lovable chap Indeed when one 
came to know him.

The first initiative petitions in the 

Citizen’s Committee's campangn to com- 
plete the free bridge by the Reber ap- 
proach route will be signed by voters 
Monday night. 
_ The ordinance on which the Initiative 
campaign will be based was complete 
by the law firm of Stewart, Bryan & 
Williams Saturday. The petitions, with 
the ordinance attached, will go ‘to the 
printer Saturday night or early Monday 
morning. The Citisens’ Committee ex- 
pects to have several hundred copies 
of the petition ready to distribute to the 
organizations that will have meetings 
Monday night.

Louis Butter, 
Egg and Poultry Exchange indorsed the 
Reber approach. President J. H. Bruce 
said the poultrymen were ready to lay 
their own work aside and do a lot of 
scratching in the free bridge campaign.

Efforts are being made to communi- 
cate with William K. Vanderbilt a 
Lrother, who is abroad. It is regarded 
as probable that the body will be taxen 
tc New York and buried on the old Van- 
derbilt estate at New Dorp, Staten Is- 
land. 

No intimation has been given as to 
the disposition of his vast fortune, esti- 
mated by some at $50,000,000, but it has 
iong been understood in art circles that 
the splendid collection of modern paint- 
ings, gathered by his father, William K. 
Vanderbilt, was to become the perma- 
nent property of the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art in New York City. Several 
vears ago he loaned the pictures to the 
museum and they have been on exhi- 
bition there ever since. 

The collection consists of 1% paintings, 
beught between the years 1868 and 1886, 
many of which now are priceless. The 
rem of the collection, one of the best 
known pictures in the world, 
let’s “The Sower.’’

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$2000 VERDICT AGAINST 
MAYFIELD SAN ITARIUM 


Jury Makes Award inodediad to 
Insiructions to Man Who 
Lost Leg. 


A verdict for $2000 in favor of T. L. 
Moore, 34 years old, a monument maker 
of Poplar Bluff, Mo., against Dr. W. 
HW. Mayfield and the Mayfield Sani- 
tarium, $20 North Taylor avenue, was 
returned by a jury in Circuit Judge 
Withrow’s court Friday on account of 
the loss of plaintiff's right leg. Moore 
caid he entered the sanitarium in Feb- 
ruary, 1912, and got treatment for an 
injury to the bone of his leg. After be- 
ing discharged from the hospital, the 
trouble recurred and he went back. This 
time Dr. Mayfield amputated the mem- 
ber near the knee joint. 

Moore alleged that on the first visit 
to the hospital he did not reecive prop- 
er treatment. and because’ of this al- 
leged negligence, he asserted, it became 
necessary to cut off his leg. Dr. May- 
field denied negligence on his part and 
decMred the treatment administered in 
Moore’s case was the right one. He said 
he first treated the plaintiff when the 
latter was 9 years old for an injury to 
the same leg, received by a horse kick- 
ing him. ‘ This injury eventually devel- 
oped a diseased condition of the bone, 
which resulted in the loss of the leg, 
Dr. Mayfield said. 

The sanitarium company sought to 
escape liability in the suit on the 
ground that it is a charitable institu- 
tion andsexempt from judgment, but the 
jury, following the Court’s instructions, 
also found against it.
